THE STATE FAIR. 


The annnal exhibition of tho Wiscon- 


sin State agricnltnral society will begin 
at Fond dn Lac on Monday, September 
26, and close on the Friday following 
Very extensive preparations have been 
mode for the forthcoming fair, and if en- 
orgy, industry, painstaking labor, and 
enthusiasm in tho business have their 
just reward, the twenty-eighth annual 
exhibition' of tho society will bo tho 
most sttcceastnl, financially and other 
vise, ever hold in tho State. The people 
of Fond dn Lao are taking a com. 
mendablo pride in tho fair. They are 
preforming an immense amount of labor 
that tho fair may a good one and that 
visitors may be properlj\entertained dur- 
ing the fair week.

A copy o£ the main portions of the 
proposed amendment will bo found be- 
low, and it will bo seen, that there is no 
provision for the first session under the 
biennial session, consequently not for 
ouy subsequent session, and tho provis- 
ion for the election of members of the 
Assembly is so faulty that no such body 
can bo chosen under it. The provision 
for the election of State Senators is also 
so defective as to be inoperative. The 
entire proposed amendment is faulty in 
not providing for the commencement ,ol 
the biennial system. Tho probabilities 
are, that it abolishes tho next session by 
closing tlio, annual system with its adop- 
tion iu November, aud no provision can 
tlicu be made for any future session o
